Where can I find a school which offers 


security guard training? I understand that 
there is such a school in Waco. 


You're right, according to the state's 


Private Investigator and Private Security 
Agency Board in Austin. 


The closest such school that has been 


approved by that regulatory agency is the 
Waco Patrol Service Commissioned 
Security Officer Academy, 2824 Mount 
Carmel St., Waco, 56710. The supervisor 
there is Hugh C. Garland, and the 
telephone number is 817-772-8211. 


The people in Austin said that they could 


give no recommendations about specific 
schools, but that they do maintain a list of 
approved security guard schools. 


There are several such schools located 


in Dallas as well. 


Is it true that the American Civil 


Liberties Union, which represented the 
plaintiffs in the redistricting suit against 
Navarro County, is associated with 
communism? 


That charge has been kicked around for 


at least 20 years, but no one has ever 
produced any evidence to support the 
claim. 


To be certain, however, Action Line 


checked with one of the all-time leading 
opponents to communism, Dr. Fred W. 
Schwartz. Dr. Schwartz, who these days is 
heading the Christian Anti-Communism 
Crusade headquartered in Long Beach, 
California, is the author^of "You Can Trust 
a Communist^-To Be A Communist" and 
other books sometimes used as textbooks 
in civics courses. He is a noted speaker on 
the subject of creeping communism and a 
long-time observer of communist ac- 
tivities in this country. 


"You could say that the ACLU has spent 


a disproportionate amount of its time and 
money defending communists," Dr. Sch- 
wartz told Action Line, "but you could say 
the same thing about the ACLU and the 
Nazis, the non-communists, the anti- 
communists, and just about every other 
group. 


"I don't think you could say, in any way, 


that 
the 
ACLU is 
a 
communist 


organization in the sense that it receives 
any money from the communists, or takes 
any instructions from them, or is a front 
for the communists," he said. 


Dr. Schwartz said he, too, hears the 


claim 
that 
they are 
a 
communist 


organization, but that it just isn't so. 


"I know that (answer) won't make your 


questioner happy," he added, "but there is 
just no evidence to support the claim." 


Why is it that when you buy tires locally, 


the dealer figures up the cost of the fires 
and the federal excise tax, and then 
figures in the five per cent state sales tax? 
Isn't this charging tax on a tax? I checked 
at several places, and they all did it that 
way. 


According to the sales tax division of the 


state comptroller's office in Austin, state 
sales tax may no longer be charged on the 
federal excise tax on tires. If you were 
charged this way, you should not have 
been. 


Luther McBurnett, of that office, said 


that the last session of the legislature 
passed a law prohibiting the charging of 
sales tax on federal excise taxes on tires. 
He added that, since most raw materials 
carry a federal excise tax, a state sales tax 
is sometimes charged on the federal excise 
tax; but not on tires. 


"On automobile tires," McBurnett 


explained, "the tax is itemized separately 
by the weight of the rubber, and state sales 
tax may not be charged on the federal 
excise tax." 


Some tire dealers may not be aware of 


this, but should they question it ask them 
to call the sales tax division, Comptroller 
of Public Accounts in Austin, 512-475-3825. 


My pickup was stolen Friday afternoon

department and the highway patrol 
whenever a car is reported stolen to city 
police. 


Formerly, 
the police department 


broadcast the stolen car report over police 
radio, which is monitored by all local 
police agencies, and entered the missing 
car's license plate numbers onto the NCIC 
computer network. 


But after thismixup, the police will be in 


direct contact with each agency to be 
certain that the sheriff and the highway 
patrol are aware sooner of any stolen 
vehicle here.

were the same sizes, but the high school 
pictures were a different size. Why can't 
all the pictures be the same size so that a 
nice group arrangement can be made for 
display at home?

Not all Navarro College loan 


programs leave administrators 
with their hands tied when it 
comes to collecting delinquent 
accounts, and NC officials say 
they will be meeting more 
students in court in the near 
future over non-payment of 
loans. 


Ron Baugh, financial aid 


officer for NC, has recently filed 
two suits over delinquent ac- 
counts 
from 
the 
college's 


National Direct Student Loan 
program, and he says more are 
in the works. 


The program currently has a 


16.7 per cent default rate, which 
Baugh 
called 
"excessively 


high." 


Unlike other federal loan 


guarantee programs and state 
loan programs, NDSL provides 
for the federal government to 
donate 90 per cent of a specified 
amount to the college loan fund, 
with the college matching 10 per 
cent of that donation into the 
fund. 


All of that money then 


becomes a perpetual loan fund, 
with the money being reloaned 
to new students as it is paid 
back. At three per cent simple 
interest on the unpaid balance, 
with no payments until nine 
months after graduation, the 
loans are a bargain for students 
who need financial help to get 
through school. 


The current level of lending at 


Navarro is $42,170; that is the 
total that may be loaned from 
the fund this year. Of the 508 
loans Navarro has made since 
the program began in 1959, 257 
have been paid back in full. 


Prior to 1972, it was possible 


for a student holding such a note 
to work for five years as a 
teacher and negate the debt 
altogether, which means that 
not all the loans will ever be 
paid back. It is still possible for 
students who chose to teach in 
low-income schools to cancel 
the loans. To date, some $13,000 
in loans have been cancelled in 
this way. 


Baugh, 
who 
has 
been 


financial aid officer at Navarro 
for only one year, said the 
NDSL program allows colleges 
to hire attorneys and collection 
agencies 
to 
collect 
on 


delinquent accounts. 


"I don't particularly like the 


idea of having to take a student 
to court," Baugh noted, "but 
these are not grants, they are 
loans, and they must be paid 
back. The defaults lower the 
balance in the loan fund that 
new loans must come from, and 
that denies some other kid the 
same opportunity the defaulter 
was given." 


Baugh said work in his office

drive. In June, the Red Cross 
reported 112 donors, but in July 
only 85 people showed up to give 
blood. August's total was up 
only slightly over that, with 89 
responding. The total that has 
been given to date is 424 pints. 


Meanwhile, Navarro County 


Memorial Hospital used 341 
pints of blood during the same 
period, with an additional 82 
pints having been used by 
Navarro County residents in 
hospitals outside the county. 


"We have used a total of 423 


pints during the four-month 
period," drive co-chairman Don 
Mitcham reported, "and we 
have additional requests to be 
filled at this time, which means 
we have used more than we 
have collected." 


Under the Red Cross system, 


users 
pay 
only 
an 
ad- 


ministrative cost for each pint 
of blood used, and pay no fee for 
the blood. The Red Cross 
supplies all needed blood for the 
local hospital, with the monthly 
donation drives used to support 
the system.

Judge rules jurisdiction 
not established in trial

The failure of state attorney 


David Ralston to 
establish 


jurisdiction resulted 
in the 


dismissal Tuesday afternoon of 
the murder charge the state had 
brought against Maxine Far- 
mer Just in connection with the 
Aug. 24, 1975, shooting death of 
Billy Lambert. 


District Judge Don Nicholson 


accepted 
defense 
attorney 


Johnny Chirafis' motion for an 
instructed verdict, 
moments 


after Ralston, one of Navarro 
County's 
assistant 
district 


attorneys, had rested the state's 
case. 


Nicholson 
agreed 
with 


Chirafis that the state had 
presented 
no testimony in- 


dicating the offense occurred in 
Navarro County, noting that 
even though an address had 
been mentioned, the location of 
that address within 13th District 
jurisdiction had never been 
established. 


"THERE'S NOT one word in 


(the transcript) about the situs 
of the offense," Nicholson said. 


Ralston, who had first said, "I 


cannot help but believe it (the 
jurisdiction) is there," later 
agreed with Nicholson that he 
had not asked any specific 
witness whether the shooting 
occurred in Navarro County. 
But, 
he 
contended, 
the 


testimony of Gary Rogers and 
Sgt. Neal Baggett showed that 
the offense occurred within the 
county. 


When Ralston first protested 


Nicholson's ruling, the judge 
told him he would be happy to 
change his ruling if Ralston 
could show him ary mention of 
the 
City of 
Cursicana 
or 


Navarro County in his evidence. 


Chirafis presented Nicholson 


with a motion for the instructed 
verdict citing both the lack of 
jurisdiction 
and 
the 
in- 


sufficiency of evidence. 


On this latter point, Chirafis 


said that the state had not 
established the intent of Mrs. 
Just to kill Lambert. 


NICHOLSON overruled this 


portion of the motion, however, 
on the grounds that "intention is 
a state of mind, and it's up to the 
jury to decide that." 


Chirafis and Kenneth Douglas 


represented Mrs. Just, Douglas 
handling 
most 
of 
the 


questioning during the morning 
part of the trial, with frequent 
prompting from Chirafis, and 
Chirafis handling the brief 
afternoon session. 


Ralston was the sole attorney 


for the state, District Attorney 
Pat Batchelor having left the 
courtroom once the jury was 
selected. 


The state's first witness 


Tuesday morning was Gary 
Rogers of Clyde, Texas, who 
testified 
that 
the shooting 


followed a fight at Mrs. Just's 
home between Lambert and 
Billy Baird. 


Rogers said he and Baird 


arrived at Mrs. Just's after 
visiting the VFW and Mark 1 
Supper Club. 


According to Rogers, Baird 


and I^mbert began arguing 
over who was the tougher of the 
two. This soon escalated into a 
shoving match, Rogers said, 
and soon "they were really 
fighting pretty gtood." 


ROGERS TESTIFIED that 


Mrs. Just tried to separate the 
two fighters and that he had to 


pull her free from between them 
when her efforts proved un- 
successful. 


He said that the next he saw of 


Mrs. Just she had emerged 
from her bedroom with a pistol 
and fired a shot. 


Rogers said the first shot 


didn't hit anybody, but that 
Lambert got up off Baird, whom 
he was getting the better of in 
the fight. 


After the first shot, Rogers 


said, Lambert just "backed up, 
looked at her (Mrs. Just) and 
she shot him" in the left side. 


Under 
cross-examination, 


Lambert shortened the time 
between the two gun shots from 
an 
initial estimate 
of ten 


seconds to an estimated three 
seconds. 


Robers also reported that 


Mrs. Just had told the two men 
to stop fighting when they first 
began 
because 
they were 


breaking some of her furniture 
and other belongings. 


When Ralston attempted to 


pursue questions relating to the 
possibility of another gun being 
taken away from Mrs. Just 
earlier, Chirafis' objection was 
upheld. Chirafis later had a 
motion for a mistrial based on 
this questioning overruled. 


ROGERS 
AGREED 
with 


Douglas 
during the 
cross- 


examination that he had been 
"under the influence" of alcohol 
the night of the shooting, as had 
been the two men fighting in his 
opinion. 


When the attui iieys expressed 


a continued interest in who was 
where during the 
incident, 


Rogers drew them a diagram 
locating people and objects. 
Rogers said Baird was the only 
one involved in the incident that 


he knew prior to the shooting. 


Sgt. Baggett was the first 


witness to testify when court 
resumed 
after 
lunch. 
He 


testified that he was first called 
to Memorial Hospital, where he 
met Randall Bates and Mary 
Dawson after they had brought 
Lambert 
to 
the 
hospital 


following the shooting. 


Baggett said he then went to 


the Just home at 1600 Columbia, 
where he met with Mrs. Just 
and Rogers. 


When this trio returned to the 


hospital, Baggett said, Lambert 
had already died and Mrs. Just, 
who "seemed all right" when he 
had first taken her into custody, 
became 
"hysterical" 
upon 


hearing of Lambert's death. 


During Baggett's testimony, 


Ralston entered a .22 caliber 
pistol into evidence as the 
state's only exhibit, identifying 
it as the weapon Baggett had 
taken from Mrs. Just's bedroom 
the night of the shooting. 


THE LAST person to testify 


was 
pathologist 
Dr. 
John 


Barnes, who told the court that 
Lambert died from one bullet 
wound in the left side which 
severed the main vein leading 
into the heart and damaged the 
main artery leading out of the 
heart.

One way to better understand 


how 
the 
social 
security 


disability program works is to 
look at those who are now 
receiving benefits. More than 
4.4 million disabled workers and 
their dependents are receiving 
benefits at the rate of $693 
million a month, according to 
David Helmer, Manager of the 
Corsicana 
Social 
Security 


Office. 


Social security benefits are 


paid to people who have a 
disability that's expected to 
keep them from working for a 
year or more, or to result in 
death. Benefits begin with the 
6th full month of disability. 


The disability must be severe 


enough to prevent people from 
doing their regular job and from 
performing any other "sub- 
stantial gainful activity" for a 
year 
or 
more. 
Substantial 


gainful activity may be any 
work which people do on a 
regular basis for money. 


Heart disease is by far the 


leading cause 
of disability 


among 
Social 
Security 


beneficiaries, accounting for 
about 32.2 percent of the cases. 
Arthritic type diseases rank 
second, with 17.4 percent. Other 
common disabling conditions 
include cancer, 10.3 percent; 
mental disorders, 9.6 percent; 
and respiratory 
diseases, 7 


percent. 


Some 2.5 million beneficiaries 


are disabled workers them- 
selves. About 453,000 are their 
spouses and 1.4 million are their 
children. Some 109,000 of those 
receiving disability benefits are 
disabled widows and dependent 
widowers, or disabled surviving 
divorced wives. 


The 
children 
of 
disabled 


workers who are getting checks 
include not only minors but also 
some people between 18 and 22 
who still qualify for benefits 
because 
they 
are 
full-time 


students and unmarried. Also 
included as "disabled children" 
are some 362,000 people age 18 
and over who were disabled 
before age 22 and receiving 
disability benefits on the record 
of a retired, 
deceased, 
or 


disabled parent. 


About 27 percent of people 


getting payments under the 
disability program are women. 
About 
778,000 
women 
get 


disability payments on their 
own work record as disabled 
workers. This figure has been 
rising steadily in recent years 
as more and more women work 
and 
earn 
social 
security 


coverage for themselves and 
their families. Currently about 
32 percent 
of all 
disabled 


workers getting payments are 
women who get them on their 
own work record. 


In December 1974 (the latest 


month for which age figures are 
available), about half of the 
disabled workers were under 
age 56. Disabled workers may 
receive benefits at any age, 
although the likelihood of a 


disabling condition tends to 
increase with age. 


"A disabled worker needs 


credit for a certain amount of 
work under social security to 
qualify for benefits", Helmer 
said. "The number of years 
required depends on how old 
you become disabled. If you 
become disabled at 31 or over, 
you need at least 5 years of work 
out of the previous 10 years. The 


requirement ranges down with 
age to as little as 1% years of 
work within the last 3 years."

The Navarro County Com-

request for $3,000 to help pay for 
foster care for children who are 
wards of the Welfare Depart- 
ment at a budget workshop 
meeting Tuesday morning. 


The court heard the request 


by Thelma Pryor, Department 
of Public Welfare, asking for 
consideration of allocating the 
money to be used to pay foster 
homes taking wards of the court 
$3 per day. 


Mrs. Pryor explained that 


some children who are ordered 
removed from their homes due 
to abuse or neglect, cannot 
receive state grant money to 
subsidize their care in foster 
homes because they do not meet 
the qualifications. She said that 
there have been three children 
in 1976 who were placed in 
foster homes which did not 
charge to take care of the 
children "but these types of 
foster homes are hard to find", 
Mrs. Pryor said. 


Mrs. Pryor requested $3,000 


for 1977 to be used to pay foster 
homes to take children who 
have no money. She 
also 


suggested the county set up a 
County Welfare Board. 


She said that if the welfare 


board was formed, the county 
would have to pay for the care 
of all children in the Welfare 
Department's custody. She said

Railroad says close 
the Emhouse road 


The Fort Worth and Denver 


Railway has suggested Com- 
missioner Clint Bell barricade 
Emhouse Road at a railroad 
bridge three miles north of 
Emhouse and announced plans 
to tear the bridge down in a 
letter received by Bell Tuesday. 


The 
railroad 
offered 
in 


August to pay for half the cost of 
rerouting Emhouse road so the 
bridge could be removed. The 
rerouting would cost a total of 
$10,000. 
Bell 
resisted 
the 


railroad's tearing down the 
bridge at that time, saying that 
rerouting the road would cause 
residents of that area to drive 
three miles farther than they 
have to at present and that the 
county would have three more 
miles of gravel road and three 
more bridges to maintain. He 
also said that if the road was 
rerouted it would be very 


narrow and cross an 
un- 


protected railroad track. 


"They've got a battle on their 


hands," Bell said Tuesday. The 
railroad suggested that Bell 
barricade the road because the 
bridge is in poor repair. "Its 
present 
condition 
poses 
a 


hazard to the railroad and its 
operation," the letter said. 


The letter points out that 


ownership of the bridge has not 
been substantiated, but that the 
county has disclaimed 
any 


ownership; and, therefore, the 
railroad would arrange for the 
bridge to be removed. 


Bell said that he would meet 


with a lawyer "to see if the 
railroad has the jurisdiction to 
close a road and tell me what I 
can or can't do." 


Bell said 
he 
would 
not 


barricade the road until he has 
met with a lawyer.

each precinct for the allocation 
ensued with each commissioner 
pointed out the number of fire 
causing hazards in his precinct 
such as highways and railroad 
lines. 


The commissioners decided 


to table a decision on the fire 
protection allocation.

Physical education at the elementary level has taken on a new 


look this year, with planned exercises and activities designed to 
provide positive physical development for the students at two 
local campuses. 


Better planned physical education at the elementary level was 


one of the things mentioned in the Huffstutler report on school 
needs, and is also recommended by the Texas Education 
Agency and other accreditation agencies. 


The current effort is fully funded as a portion of the County's 


Manpower grant. At present, only two campuses, have the 
planned PE activities, but Supt. Mark Culwell said if the 
program works as well as anticipated the district may expand 
the program to all campuses in the future. 


"THIS IS THE first step in the direction we want to go," 


Culwell said. "So far as I know, this is the first coordinated 
elementary PE program the district has had. Having worked 
with it for a while now, our teachers endorse it and we are very 
pleased with the way it has been operating." 


Jeffrey Thomas, who is teaching the PE courses at Bowie and 


Lee elementaries this year, explained the goals of the new 
program. 


"My objective is to get the students' bodies physically fit and 


to promote growth and development," he said. "We do exercise 


*/ 


for strength, endurance, and flexibility, and we provide 
relaxation and exercise to help in developing good posture." 


Thomas noted that each student needs to start early in 


exercising to develop the stamina that is needed in the more 
extensive PE courses that come in middle and high school. 


THOMAS PROVIDED his students with about 15 minutes of 


calisthenics and another 15 or 20 minutes of planned activities 
such as football, baseball, basketball, and soccer during each of 
his classes. 


He alternates daily between Bowie and Lee directing the 


program. The program is currently operating with no equip- 
ment budget, and Thomas or his students sometimes provide the 
necessary balls and other equipment. 


To date, he said, he has had several parents voice their sup- 


port of the effort. Both boys and girls participate in the exer- 
cises, with girls doing slightly fewer of the more strenuous 
exercises. 


"We are trying to provide the student with the stamina to 


meet the requirements of routine daily activity without fatigue, 
to provide them with added strength and coordination that is 
often needed, and the confidence and coordination they need for 
self-confidence," Thomas noted. 


Thomas has about 320 students at Bowie and about 298 


students at Lee. 


Each band will be honored
